mein the word of the Lord: The-word of the Lord was the be- 
ginning of all things ; and of its nature was the /ife of every 
creature under the whole heavens : and in the heavens and in 
the earth, and the heavens and che earth all have partooke of 1is 
falneſs, which is God, power over all ; which was before all, and 
abides after all, and was che beginning of all things,and all things 
proceed from it ſelf, yea, every creature;partook of the nature Of 
it ſelf, whereby.it moved and had its life and being, and moved ; 
and all was good: in the day the power which is God, made the 
creatures, and allchecreatures were made to ſerve in the power, 
the Creator, and all waz.to due his will, and nothing to move 
wrhout the power, nor to ſtir but as the power moved and com- 
manded them, and in this ſtate and condition the Lord made 
and placed all: rhe Creatures ; and the glory: of the Lord was 
over them all; and ſhined amongſt.chem, and ran through them 
all; andche life and power which is God, which made them all, 
they all partooke-of, and che heavens and the earch are upheld 
by.this power;and-ſtand and continue by this power which is God, 
who taade all chiags, and the Sun, Moon, and Scars have their 
courſe-in the word of the Lord; which made them, and by-the 
word of the Lord are they moved, and goe as. it moves them, 
and upon nothing but ic are they preſerved and upheld, and 
moved in their place, where the glory*of the Lord gives them 
light ; and ſo-the power which. crexted them ; and day and night,, 
isthe light of chem che day and che night, and without che glory, 
the poWyer that made all chings is nothing moved ir its place, 
living orthat hath breach .u20n .the earth, or in the. heavens, 
oc in the:waters above the earth, or under the earch, and: with- 
out this-power-which is God,the /ight which made all things, che 
earth briagetch:forch noching living; bar by chis power the earth. 
and the Sexs bringerh forch abundantly, in the nacure that God. 


made all-chings afcer cheic kinde, all chings in their nature and” 


afcertheir. kinde che pop: made* good, and nothing was to 
move buz by the power, which made all chings,and therein was all 
taſervethe power that mide chem,vvho bleſl;d chemall, and re- 


joyced in the worke thac his hand had done,anl his eye who had”. 


exvethem all life and breath, was over them. ail for good ; = 
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they was all good as he was good who had made them ; and the 
chief among!'t the Creatures had moſt of this power the light 
which made che Crexzures, which was man, who was made in 
the very likeneſs and Image of the power,over all the Creatures, 

which made him Lord over all che Creatures, and gave him wiſ- 
dome, he knew the nature of allthe Creatures, and named them 
after theit nature, and was bertecthanchera all, in the nature of 
the /ight which made him and them, which gave him wiſdome, 

and knowledge, and underſtanding better than chem all, and 
unto him was all ſubje& who was the Sor: of God, and crowned 


with glory and dominion over all which the Father had made, 


to ſerve him and che Father, and amongſt all the Creatures chat 


were made, was none fit to be a meet help unto the Son, but of 


Adam who was the Son of God, was there one made to be 2 
Companion and meet help for lim in the ſervice of the Lord; 


who was made to ſerve the Lord, and was neither co move nor. 


ſir, but as the /ight which made chem commanded, and moved 


them, and they were both one, not one iferior to-the other,. 


bur were made to-ſerve the power which made them, the /ght 
which ſhined upon them, and che g/ory. of the. Lord which gave 
them wiſdome,poWer and underftanding over all which the Lord. 
had made, that upheld them, and they. knew him who: made. 
them, and dwelt with him who created chem, and all- Creatures,: 
for his own ſervice, and they and all which was made vvas C 
as it ſtood inthe power which made them, and here vvas; the, 
ſtate of ma, as the /zght made him, and of all. Creatures as the. 
power. created them, and hercall vyas good and in-unity; 
ther, in the preſence of che power vyhica made all 

here is the goodneſs of him vyho is good, vvho made all good, 

where the man was Lord over all in him that made him, here was 
20 curſe, no ſorrow, nor ſighing, no anguiſh, nor paine, no bell, wor. 
death, nor pit, nor grave, nor lake, nor iniquity over chem, bur-in 
the light they ſtood, in joy and rejoycing in the power that made 
them and all things good ; vyhich vvas not to move vvithout: 
him, the power thac made themall ; ; And as for, the Creatures, as 
I faid, they vvere all good, amongſt vvhom- vvas that ,vvhich. is 
called che Serpent, the wk that vyhich entered into mag,

without command, or motion from the power which made all 
things, and ſo went out of its place, and entered into a ground, 
which received it, without motion or command from him that 
made all chings, which ground in it ſelf was good, had it kepr 
in obedienee cothe /ight, the power which made it, and not mo- 
ved norafted but in the power, and by the power; but there was 
reaſoning, and an eye opened, which ran out of the power which 
made all things g904, into the knowledge beyond the movings 
of the power, without the power, unto the Tree of knowledge, 
which was good in the motion of che power, and as the poWey 
ledehem byic, choagh for food ic was not good, (it was not 
5701 that they ſhould 2Xin knowledge without the powey that 
mzde them,nor feed upon it) therefore Go4 forbade that they 
ſhould eatofthar tree, of the knowledg2 of good and evill ; 
and ſaid in che day yeeate thereof ye ſhall ſarely dye, now that 
which was entered into the aforeſaid ground, wichout the mo- 
tion of God, faid ye ſhil nor dye,now this and the woman which 
rexſoned with him knew thac there was a Law and Commans- 
dement, agzin{t feeding upon knowledge ont of the power thar 
made alf good, withont which nothing vvas eo move nor ſtir, 
and yet hecurned the cruth of the light chart che power ſpake 
into z/ye, and here yyas he that vvent out of the truch, that a« 
bode not in the truth; but is 2 lyar from che beginning, and the 
Father ofit, vvho vvent out of the eruch, and turned the cruth 
that the power ſpake into a ly: to deceive che woman , and fo 
removed the hearc from obeying and feeding upon the power, 
to obey n#feed upon the knowledge ont of the power; and 
here was the firſt erinſpreffi »n out of the power, 2nd the mo- 
' tionof che light which made all things good : and fo as this 
knowledge was fed upon and grew, man dyed unto the power 
which made him, and'geve him wiſdome to know all the crea- 
cares, and name them according to their nature, an4 made him 
Lord, and gave him dominion over all that he had! made; So as 
he dyed unto the power, he lived uoto the knowledge withour 
power, #n4&went out of the power, and-became- afraide of. the 
powey before he was utterly driven out fromir, becxuſe he: was 
OO Ab reg dota "x 
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ſubtle, went out of the truth, and a&ed in ſin,and [:d.into tranf- 
greſſion ; and ſo there became feare, where there was no feare, 
and there became ſhame, where there was no ſhame, and na- 
kedneſs where there was no nakedneſs, before the power was 
dyed unto which was their clozthing in righteoutacſs, and 
there became iniquity, wherethere was. no iniquity, and there 
was 2 hiding place ſought by him, who before iniquity needed 
no hiding place, ad this 1 the foundation and beginning of that 
ſeed in the trayſgreſſton, which Will flee to- dens, and Caves of the 
earth to hide themſelves, and call to the rocks aud mountains, to 
hide them from the Wrath of God Almighty, and the Lambe Which 
fits upon the throxe, and thus when man liked ſometiing without 
power, Knowledge, an? fed upon it, he diſobeyed the light the 
power, and ſo became afraid ofthat which made him, and had 
Siven him wiſdome more than all the Creatures, And God ap» 
peared andexamined him ; and he knew he was in fault, and had 
ated againſt the light the povver that made him, yer char which 
aRed in the rranſgreſfion ; chat would make excuſe, and pat it 
off to the woman and the woman being in the cranſgreflion, 
put it off to the Serpent;and though theSerpent was indeed the 
beginner of it, yet that would not excuſe them, but the reward 
came upon each particularly : unto the man the-curſle came, be- 
cauſe he hearkened tothe voice of his wife-, and went, out of 
the /;gbt the power which made him,and curſed was the-ground, 
and forrow came upon him, wherein he cate his- bretd al che 
days of his life, and a curſe came epon: the woman,, who was 
made ſubjetanto him that was curſed, and in ſorrovy. did;ſhe 
bring forch Children; becauſe-ſhe hearkned to the voice ; of the- 
Serpent, ſo each bore their oyvn/burthen ;-and the Serpent-vuho 
vvent firſt our of the truth, and-vvas the beginner of inquity,. 
to lead man out of che light the power which *made- him,. was- 
curſed above all beafts, never more co come: into the tru;b,. but 
upon his belly co goe, and duſt co be his meat all the dayes of 
his life ; and.an enmity was then put berween the ſeed of the 
woman and his feed for ever, and an everlaſting decare peſled 
upon him, whereia he was permitted to war againlt the ſeed.of 
the woman, which the power promiſed to bruiſc his head : _

rhe Imape of G 34 loſt, an1 the tranigreſiion- ated: and then 
the worlds foun {ation was ſet in muns. heart, (and the good 
d:y was loſt, and joy and peace at an end) out of which grew a 
delight in earthly chings, and pride and lat ſprang forth, and 
ſo hefell fromthe light and. power wiich made him, withour, 
which he was not to a& nor move, but it was to be his guide z. 
and he became willing and gaveup to be guided, by his earthly 
minde, and pride and laſt which ſprans up. tn him, from- the 
foundation of the world; and thus his defire and affeRions 
was changed from the kghe the power chat made him, into the 
_ earth, and to delight alcogether in his own ways, and knows. 
ledge, out of the /ight that made him; and fo che minde be- 
cxme corrupt, and the heart defiled and was ſhur out from- 
God, and reprobate unto him that made him, not ſeeking after. 
the Lord; but following the enmicy of his minde, which lod- 
c:din the foundation of the world, from whence all manner of 
evill fruits doe grow, and chaus is manin the fall ; and into him 
is entered the inficmities, heat and cold hath power-over him; 
hanger and thirſs hath power over bim ; and this # not «ll ; for 
the natnre of Beaſts, of Horſes and Wilde Aſſes, of Bulls and Hei- 
fers, of Swine aud Dogs is entered iato man, and ſo he is no way 
Lord overthe Creatures ; but che niture of the B:afts hath 
p2wer over him, and thus is man become degenerate, and ſepa- 
rate from God the power chat made him; alas, alas, what is be-. 
come of him that God planted a noble plant, and where is he, 
W 
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"who had power and wiſdome and dom inion, and feared 
the Lord, and was made Lord over the works of his hands, 


alas, he is become degenerate ; the noble plant is become 
anfruitfull, and he that had the power and dominionand 
feared the Lord ; whom God made Lord over all the Crea- 
tures, he is ſlain from the foundation of the world, and the 
nature of the Creature is changed from the nature of the 
light which made it, and moved it in righteouſneſs and wiſ- 
dome at the firſt, into the nature of Beaſts which he was 
Lord over, andis moved by his laſts, and chus death” entered 
into man at the firſt, and thus through the deceitſulneſs of 
fin man became cur off from God, and- ſeparated from him 
that made him, and in thjs nature and condition man cannot 
ferve God, but is become altogether unfruitfull ro him, and 
a ſervant unto him that deceived him, 

And this ſtate and condition is entered into all the world, 
who are become unfruitfull, and waxen vaine in their ima» 
ginations ; knowing no other rule than that which riſes from 
the foundation of the world in their hearts; their ſts 
vyhile death is reigning over them;and in the enmity agai 
the /izbt that made all things; and when avy thiog croſles 
the {#575 which is the rule, the enmity againſt them rages, 
and would devour, and ſo the deſtroyer and devourer 
isentered into man; which leads all out of order, and 
alrogether contrary to God : and thus the enmity 
againſt the light which made them mpholds the lufts in 
man, which are kind/ed, and leads all out of order, and 
ſets the Whole: courſe of nature on fire, burning in enmity 
and jealouſie, againſt every way of the Lord, avd lets not the 
Creatnre reſt till it be ſerved; and thus by fin ts came death, 
and death hath paſſed over all men, and moveth and leadeth 
all men contrary to the fe which made them, and here is 
all men loſt, and inthe fruits of unrighteouſneſs alcogether. 

It was that which preſumed, and aged without being 
moved by the power vvhich made all things, vvhich led man 
into the falls ; ſo it is the ſame that keeps man inthe fall ; 
thatisto ſay; the ground of pride which vvould have man

greater than it ſelf ; but would be Lord over all, and would 
be high and mighty of ir ſelf; and this thinks it ſelf wiſe 
enough, to at and guide and order all things a it liſt, and 
withthis is the enm:ty joyned, (o that if any thing croſſes ir, 
chat it be not honoured, great, any accounted high and wiſe, 
it breaks forth into rage, and would take vengeance, and de. 
vour all that croſl:s it, and here isthe Dragon and his ſeate 
made manifeft ; where the Innocency is loſt, and the up. 
rightneſs loſt, and the juſtneſs, and harmleſneſs loſt ; fo 
the power which made man is loſt ; and that which moved 
in righteouſneſs he is ſhut our from, ſo that the enemy hath 
bis full ſtrength in man, who is given over to ſerve his luſts 


at his will, and when any ching crofles his will that would 
he deſtroy z with that which begets che luſts, chat.is the. 


Divell: 
And this ground of pride and preſampion, ated wichout 
the power ; and ſo rejzeRed the pawer, and what it comman- 
ded, it did ic that it might be Lord of ic ſelf; and have n9 
Lord over it ; neicher was it content co ſerve the power that 
made all things, but would have all che greatneſs in its own 
hand, and beits own guide, and ſo it was, and its nature 
became quite contrary to the pavwer ; and ſo man was. chan-« 
ged from the nature of the pwer, the /ight which is God, 
into a nature quite contrary to him, and ſtrives againſt his mx- 
ker, and ſo by diſobedience came the death, andin this ſtrives 
he againſt his maker, and bis fellow creatures, ſo that he 
might be greater than all, an1 Lord over all, an4 here'is 
the authority exerciſed, in the /u/# our of the power which 
made all things good ; and this is in the fall, 
And now the fall being ypon all men and. women in the 
world, znd ch:carſe and condemnicion having paſſed upon 
them by reaſon of tranſgreſlion ; they are changed from the 
heavesly unto the earthly, and from delighting in the /ght, 
the paw:r that made chem, to delight in the luſts, and ſo 
know not the movings of him, who made a'l things good, 
which moved all thingsin righteouſne6, bur are moved. by 


the .

the enmity againſt it in the /yf, and wholly to delight wn 
earthly things, and unto this 1s all the world, even all man- 
kinde given by nature, being become ſervants of fin, and 
flayes unto the luſts of the Divell, ſervingin a yoake of bon- 


dape, under a cloud of darkneſs, and thick darkneſs which- 


hides all from beholding the power, and knowing the power 
which made all things good, and this is likewiſe in the earth, 
and in the curſe, and ſeparation from God the power which 
made ail things, in which all Creatures was to delight alone, 
and.unto which 21l Creatures was to be ſubject, and not to 
ſtir bur as it moved to doe his will; | 

And now man being wholly ſeparated and fallenfrom the 
power which made him, he is left to the pride, and ſo that 
which preſumed, and was not content to ſerve the power ; 
and (o is become alrogether earthly, and to delight in earthly 


things, ſo the heart being changed co delight in the earthly, 


from the heavenly ; it comes upon all that be borne into the 
world to be earthly, and pronde, and to be Lobrdly being in 
the nature of that which preſumes, and went out from the 
oWer ; and ſo the Parents when the Children come into the 
world ( many of them being in the proud and Lordly 
Spirit) they ſpend their days in the. fall, ſeeking how to ex- 
alt and make their Children great and Lordly ; and others 
delighting in che Creatures ſerving their luſts with greedi- 
neſs ; ſpending and devouring all they can get upon their 
laſts, rot minding to know the Lord that made them, bur 
areaRing inthe enmity againlt him ard their own ſouls, 
When Childrenare borne unto Parents in the fall, who 
are aRed as before, their hearts is ſet upon them, and their 
minds is bowed more and more into the carth to gather ic 
together, that their Children may be great in the earth, 
and here the ground of pride, the ſanie which would be 


- great, out of it ſprings the coverouſnels ; ſo it will get any 


way thatit canto be great, and high in the earth , {that it 
may be Lord, and exerciſe Lordſhip over others : and this 


ſame ground of pride which preſumed at the firft, and went 
B 2 our

out from the Lord, and forſooke the Lord (man firit for- 
ſooke the Lord and rejeted him before the Lord forſooke 
him) ont of it grows covetouſnels, theft and murcher, for it 
cares fot how it can ger riches, 10 as it may be great, and 
above its fellows, and any that croſſes ir, them would ic 
murther, ſo the ground of iniquity is bur one, and che na- 
ture of that which is fallen is but one; which is all aided 
by the enmity. 

And Children when they grow up into few years, ha- 
ving ſprang from the degenerate plant, they grow upon 
the ground of pride and preſumption, in vanity and wan- 
tonneſs, and pride bringing forth fruits. according to the 
Toot out of which they ſprung, and ſo the root which is fal. 
len from God nouriſhes them in pride, and vanity, and wan. 
tonneſs according to its own nature, and neither root nor 
branches hath any knowledge of the power which made all 
things good and for his owne ſervice, being degenerate and 
anfraitfu}l, and reprobate unto every go0d worke ; ſo af. 
rerearth, and toys, and bables, and riches, and vanities, - 
doth the heart ofthe Fathers an.{ Children goe, being fal. 
len from the powet that made all things, and altogether 
without the knowledge of it, and the delights is altogether 
in things below him, and hereisthe fallen {tate,. and the 
curſed {tate, when they have riches being in the pride and 
covetouſnels never ſatisfied, nor yeeld in cheir hearts to ſay 
it is enough ; an1inallthis there is no peace, for he that 
hath of riches, and he that hath not ofthe riches, have no 
peace together, and their dayes they end in ſorrow, and 
their years in miſery. | 

And in his fallen ſtate, in this Land of darkneſs, where 
the ſhadow of death is over all men, there is none doth good 
210 n0t one, none ſeeketh afcer the Lord, nor knoweth the 
_ power which made all things, but every one goes in his own 
wayes, and after his 02a inventions, ſerving in the ground 
of pride an4 preſumption ; from whence the imaginations 
riſes, and when x Chili grows up in this nature, ſtriving 
. to be great and high, and if he could to be Lord over all ; 

, the 
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the higher he gcows in pride and preſumption, the higher- 
is his imaginations, out of the ground of pride in-his heart, 
he imagines to get riches and co become exceeding great, 
and then imagines to joyne with one greater than himſelf, 
that eaſe may beknowne in the fleſh, and luſt ſatisfied ro 
the utmoſt, and for this doth many fic themſelves in the 
fall, and ſtrengthen one another in che ſubtilty of the en- 
mity, andſo wit grows, and the ground of pride, -and the 
heart of deceit is exalted, and glories in its prudence and 
wiſdome ; and then its honoured and admired by others 
inthe fal/; and © the ground of pride is become a God 
untoallthe world; and all the men of the world bow 
unto it, becauſe out of it is grown ſubtilty and cunning 
wit, to get riches by covetouſneſs and fraud, whereby 
the Creature is. exalted in'pride, and'all muſt bow unto it 

elſe it would murther all; and here is the ground and 
foundation of all the honour and reſpet, and bowing in 
the world, which ſprings from the ground of all iniquity 
and any that would not bow unto it them would the Dra- 
gon murther ; andrhis is the ground of all malice, of all 
rage andenvy ; and this is that which makes men to be 
Heathen, which hath ſeparated them from the per 
which made them, whereby they are alienated and ftrangers 
intheir minds from the /ife of God; and here all is loſt, and 
all is ſeparated from the Lord, their luſts burning one after 
another, to ſatisfie themſelves one with another, and the 

luſts burning after riches and honours, and preferments 
in the world, in earthly things beneath the power, and 
out of che g/ory which madeall things good ; and thus is 
man become unproficable, and thus is man ſeparated from 
God, he is in che earth where there is no help, death ' 
raigns over him, and the powers of darkneſs overſhadows 
him, and a vail of thick darkneſs hides him, and a ftrong 
wall of fin and corruption ſeparates him from his God ; ſo 


. thathecan no ways ſee him nor come near him, azd the 


powers of darkneſs rules over all mankinae, and here 4 all 
left in miſery, aud diſtre[s, an1 anguiſh, and paine, and age

of blackneſs 4nd darkyeſs, and glomineſs, and thick darkneſs, 
and death, ana hell, and the grave, and the bottomleſs pit, and 
T ophet, and the lake of fire, the curſe and Wrath of the Al- 
mighty is over all mankinde, and. his ground & curſed, and 
bz fruits is corrupt, being all a&e4 by the Divell and Satas 
that old Serpent, who lodges in the ground of pride and pre- 
ſumption, which led. out ofthe ligat the power which made 
all ching3 good, and here all is loſt, and here man is void of 
bope, and ſhut out of the Paradiſe of God, and ſeparated from 
the zree of life, and driven from the power into the miſery 
and diſtreſs which was brought in after tranſgreſſion : and 
now conſider all ye inhabitants of che earth , what will you 
doe, this is your condition, you are ſhut out of the good in 
the curſe and miſery, and what way will you finde out- to 
be deliyered : alas, alas, you are loſt, man is driven away 
and ſeparated from the good which made him ; what will 
become of you, that which led you from God, and leads 
you inthe fall, that will not bring you back' apaine anto 
the power Which made you, for againſt chat hath the Lord 
for ever turned his hand, and put an everlafting exmity bee 
twixt himſelfand it : and i» his love and pity and tender com- 
paſſion, hath promiſed his ſeed to bruiſe its head, and this 
maſt all the world ſee ſulfilled by che hand of God, who is 
faichfail, elſeall periſhes for ever, for withoye the manife- 
Ration of this ſeed, to bring down the Serpent by bruiſing 
his head, and overthrowing the ground and ſeate wherein 
he lodges in man, there is no ſalvation, nor wichout it was 
neverany ſaved. - x 

Now the ſeed which God promiſed is the 1ife, light 4:4 
power which was in the beginning with God ; and by which 
God made all things ; and this is he which the Lord promiſed 
eo bruiſe the Serpents head ; the head of the deceic which 
entered into man is to be bruiſed by the ghr the power, 
which was in the beginning, wich 15 calle; ChriſÞ; and here 
was hope brought in unto man inthe tender loye of God; 
and here was a} promiſe unto man while he was a ſinner 
and thus the Lord'pitied man when he was fallen from him 
100 that which was enmity to him,and promiſed to aye we

beaa of the enmity;wherby man might be brought into the 
light life c power which made him, 8 at the firſt, gave him wiſ 
dom & underſtanding, power and dominios over all Creatures, 
to be Lord over allthe worke of his hand, and to guide that 
which his fingers had made in his ſervice,& this was the good 
promiſe of the Lord God unto beguiled man after tranſgreſ- 
ſt0n;ind this promiſe was fulfilled in 4bel ; he was redeemed 
out of the fall, and out of the earth, 8 out ofthe love of the 
Creatures to ſerve the power,that made him,& che Creatures, 
and he loved the power more than the Creatures, and in the 
power he offered unto God of the b<{t and of the fatteſt, and 
was accepted by God & his offering, and in proceſs of time, 
Meoſes (who received the revelation of God) ſays Cain offe- 
red a Sacrifice,now Cain was in the fall, 8 did it but by imita- 
tion from the ground of pride ; whoſe heart was not ofiened 
to righteouſne(s, as was the heart of Abel; neither beleived 
he in the {ight the power which made man; ſo out of the power 


the Sacrifice was offzr2d, which God did not accept ; now 


that which was proved, and in the preſumption that was of 
fended:God accepted not the offering from thar heart which 
was inthe fall, ſo that.was croſſed & raped, & ſo the ground 
of iniquity ſtirred; the pride and preſumption, which led man 
fromGod,that was oftended,that it might not be accepted, & 
accounted great,now thit way it was rejeced,ſo it imagined 
ro be Lord another way by flaying the righteous which God 
did accept : nevertheleſs when the righteous was ſlain, the 
power rejected that which murthered it,& drove Cai» further 
off into the earth:So he that imagined to be great & offered 
Sacriface,not in the powey bur a likeneſs & imitation was reje- 
Red more & more,& became more vile, and more iniquity a- 
bounding & the fear encreaſed, & horror encompaſſed more 
than before, & he abode in the fall, and from him ſprang the 
ſeed of ſubtilty, who by cunning and pollicy could doe 
great things in likeneſſes and imitations, from the .imagi- 
nations Of the deceitfull heart ; and thus the enmity be- 
ganco work; and the D.vell became a Father; and the 
Kingdome: of the Divell began to encreaſe; and ſo in 
TG: that 
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that ſeed, cunning, and wit, and ſubtilty grew up, and by 
this ſeed the likeneſs and imitations was ated; now this 
ſeed offered the ſacrifice and was not accepted ; but was 
crofled, and murthered him that was accepted, yet ne- 
vertheleſs, the Lord raiſed up another ſeed in Abels ſtead, 
which beleeved-in the /ight which made all thivgs ; and was 
Suided by the power which made all things ; and in him, 
in Seth was the promiſe fulfilled, .and the ſeed of the wo- 
man which is called Chri/# made manifeſt, and' from him 
ſprang thoſe that called upon the name of the Lord, and 
were ſaved by the power which made all things good; and 
theſe came to witneſs redemption out of the fall, and mi- 
ſerable ſtate that -men fell-into, and thus the two ſeeds 
ſpread over the whole face of the earth; andthe wicked 
- ſced exceeded in excreaſe, and mu'iticudes grew up in the 
deceit ; none knew the /ight, the power which is called God 
and.Chrift, but were guided by the ſubtle and cunning wit, 
which proceeded from the foundation of the world, and 
kept them in the darkneſs and blindneſs, and likenefles out 
of the power ; So the inventions was ated without power 
and che ſeed which beleeved in the /igbt was not then found, 
one amongſt a thouſand, but the enmity grew, and the de- 
ceit waxed {trong; ſo that every one went a whoring in 
it, after the thoughts of che imaginations of their hearts 
continually, onely the ſmall remnant that were eleted. 
and ſaved out ofthe fall by the power of the ſeed, and they

Preſumption.grew up like as at the firft, with which the 
Aefh had unity, and wherein the Serpents ſeate waxed 
ſtrong, and the Kingdome of the Beaſt increaſed, and 
then the pride-and preſumption ſtood in the darkneſs, 
and the /ikent[ſes was ated, and the imaginations Wrought 3 
and the pride ſaid Come let us get us a name, let us build 4 
Tower, whoſe top ſhall reach to Heaven ; here was that 
which would be Lord of it ſelf; and would be great, and 
have a name ; this was the pride and preſumption which 
the Lord confounded and brought to nought, and here 
was the inventions in the fall out of the light and power 
Which made all things, without which nothing was tO 
move nor a&; So theſe in the fall increaſed abundantly, 
and grew in pride, and riches, and honours, and earthly
